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THE HOUSEWIFE AND THE
| TARIFF.

Although the Senate is not expected
to pass the Tariff bill until it has re-
geived and disposed of the Tax Revis-
jon bill, and although it'is certain
that the Senate will amend the mon-
stroclty and mystery known as the
Fordney Tariff bill in many particu-
fars, it is interesting and important
to the people to know the kind of
tariff act the Republican House has
attempted to fasten upon them by
steam-roller and gag-rule methods,

Despite these methods the Demo-
crats got some glory on the final pas-
sage of the bill by forcing the House
to strike out the embargo on dyes and
Festoring hides and long staple cot-
ton to the free list. Petroleum and
fuel oil and agphalt are also retained
on the free list.

In the whole history of Republican

tariff legislation one outstanding fact
is that the individuals who bear the
heaviest burdens of the tax are néver
consulted in the drafting or amending
or the passage of an act. Among
these is the American housewife.
Some of the instances in which these
worthy citizens are mulcted under the
Fordney Tariff are herewith present-
ed:
In taking up the items of this bill
we find on all table, kitchen, house-
hold and hospital utensils a levy of
five cents per pound, plus 30 per cent
ad valorem, plus 10 per caut inore if
the wrticles are electrcal. Thus every
licusewife in America mu= pay a tri-
Lute «f aroun! 40 per cent on prac-
tically every nticle spc uses in the
k' .ner. and if she shooi! hednee il
gl » to the hospital % uvensi @ o
the Lwnital have a tadilf levicl an
them, and she must pay her pro rata
part, which is an additional cost.
* Table ‘knives are given the penalty
oi 16 cents each, so that when the
housewife buys a dozen table knives
glic must pay $1.92 for the privilege
of furnishing her table with silvér
knives. An additional amount is
levied upon forks, spoons, tablewares,
etc. If she buys a pair of scissors
she must pay three cents each, plus
35 per cent ad valorem.

Here is the furniture schedule which
levies from 25 to 50 per cent on furn-
iture, so that the American home will
be penalized when an effort is made
to secure the necessary furniture for
the operation of the home. Carpets
are given a levy of from one to five
cents, plus 20 to 30 per cent ad va-
lorem. It seems that on some of
these articles they were ashamed to
state all of the levy in one form, so
they doubled up in the form and thus
got them from two different angles.

The housewife must pay for her
clock 35 per cent ad valorem, and if
she secures a clock with jewels, an
additional amount of $1 to $3 for each
clock is added,

Electric light bulbs and lamps arc
given a 35 per cent levy, so that those
who use electric light for the purpose
ol reading and working or for amuse-
ment, must pay for that privilege.

These tariff taxes are in addition to
what the housewife must pay in taxes
on food, clothing, shoes and wearing
apparel generally,

Even with the few changes that the
Democrats were able to have made iu
it, at best the Fordney bill is much
too bad even to hecome a law by the
act of a party that expects to be con-
tinued in power. Tariff laws far
less unpopular than the Fordney bill
have been unpopular enough to cost

lude. Several of the items on the
free list are intellighle.  Art lovers
will be glad to know that paintings
and sculptures remain there. Coffes
is there, also tea and plows and bibles,
Asafetida comes next. But the pres-
ence of cocculus indicus and amatto
and cudbear and osmium and kieser-
ite inean nothing in our sweet young
life, altho we presume they are made
duty free in order to compensate us
for taxes on clothing and food. It
must not be forgotten, cither, that this
collection of tax exempt items helps
bring down the “average” rate of tax-
¢s laid in other paragraphs.

Many a grumbler about tariff taxes
ought to be silenced by reading para-
graph 1,640 which allows the importa-,
tion of rag pulp free from duty. If
not there—then surely when he finds
that he can import horn without pay-
ing a penny on it; also hoofs, if they
are not manufactured . If he insists
on still more, further investigation
will show that the benevolent Fordney
will permit him to import free of duty
all old junk, also cuttlefish bone, to-
gether with dried blood, broken bells,
lava, leeches and skeletons. If these
household luxuries do not content him
let him load a ship with pulu and
witherite and fossils, and make his
family happy by telling them that
these prime necessaries do not have
to pay a cent of customs duty,

ENFORCIBLE SEPT. 16.

Instructions For Proper Focus-
ing of Lens.

The Pence headlight law requiring

all motorists to equip their automo-

biles with anti-glare devices will not
be enforced until Sept. 16, just 30 days
after the law goes into effect, accord-
ing to State Highway Director Leon
C. Herrick, Information to this ef.
fect is being sent out to all law en-
forcement officials together with the.
admonition to the public that the law
will be rigidly enforced after that
date.

Postponement of the enforcement
of the Pence law came about through
‘nability ‘'of motorists to equip their
cars in the prescribed time and thru
lack of knowledge on the part of the
driving public or just what to do to
ascertain whether or not their driving
lights were in proper focus. During
the next 30 days efforts will be made
to teach the driving public how to fo-
cubh auto headlights after anti-glare
lenses have been installed. Experts
declared that 99 out of every 100
motor car headlights are out of focus,
thereby wasting protecting measures,

The Sun-Ray Lens Company has
just issued the following instructions
for the proper focusing' of lamps,
which because of their simplicity are
being used throughout the-state. First,
park your car on a level surface, about
30 to 50 feet from the garage door or
other vertical surface. See that your
lamps are upright and parallel, If
your lamps are straight and the bulbs
in proper focus the headlights will
throw two small even spots of light
on the door and the center of these
spots will be at the same height from
the level surface as the center of your
headlight. If properly focused the
two spots of light on the door will be

There are 745 new homes needed in
Medina county. That is, this many
new houses must be built, according
to estimates just made by the United
States Department of Commerce, if
every family in Medina county is to
be properly housed. At the present
time one family in six in this county
is without its own home. Building,
on the scale urged by the Department
of Commerce, also would 'go a long
way toward beating down high rents
charged in many places.

The above figures have been given
building and loan institutions, which
according to Secretary of Commerce
Hoover are the chief agencies for
home building. To build the estimat-
ed number of homes needed in the en-
tire county will take approximately
$2,100,000, The assets of all build-
ing and loan institutions in this county
arc $210,000, but nearly 100 per cent.
of these funds already are loaned on
homes and theSe financial institutions
at the present time are handicapped
through insufficient: funds in relieving
the shortage of house building funds.
“The home shortage can only be re-
lieved by the placing of savings in in-
stitutions catering to home financing,”
according to James A, Devine, secee-
tary of the Ohid Building association
League.

“Each community will benefit only
in turn as it puts'its savings into insti-
tutions that help to build towns,” said
Devine. Every rightful effort should
be made at this time to increase con-
struction work especially in buildings
of residential type.- Such activities
not only will help alleviate the ills of
inadequate housing, but they will heln
general business by providifig employ-
ment for men who are now idle and
create business for many lines of in-.
dustry.”
